Chiang is under strong pres- 
sure to step down, probably un- 
dey the excuse of physical ail- 
ments. This would permit vice 
president Li Tsung-Jen to take 
over and explore the possibility of 
peace talks. Similar rumors have 
arisen periodically for the last 
six months.
